SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video slick Rodox Video Pure Pissing Pleasure Programm 407 is classified as: 
Objectionable. 

The video slick contains 10 photographs and text. The text is predominantly in 
German although there is also some text in English. 

The video slick contains five photographs of people urinating over each other in a 
sexualised context, situated amongst other photographs depicting sexual activity 
and/or nudity in an explicit manner. The video slick also contains text referring to 
urination in the context of sexual activity and presents it as a pleasurable experience. 

The use of urine in association with sexual activity is presented as a pleasurable and 
sexually arousing activity. The photographs and textual descriptions of the use of 
urine are clearly intended to sexually arouse the reader. The effect of these depictions 
in this context is such that the video slick promotes and supports the use of urine in 
association with sexual conduct, as outlined under s3(2)(d) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993. 

Because s3(2) is a deeming provision, it is inconsistent with the rights and freedoms 
contained in si 4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 and overrides that section. 
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
